194« . l^ace then there b aa taero a 
decline, so that toe Average to­ 
day is ab out 181. 
The Dow Theory 
In addition to watching these 
Averages, many investora are b e- 
lievm to the "Dow Theory" so- 
called. This ia that a change In 
the cyclical trend of the market is 
Indicated when there ia conflnna- 
tlon to toe individual price move­ 
ments of the tadustrlal group and 
toe railroad group of stocks. Such 
a change of trend is said to have 
taken place when b oth groups b reak 
toxoi« h an earlier fairly recent top 
or b ottom of the group’* averages. 
My own opinion is that tn the 
years ahead, 
b etween 
now 
and 
World War III, muto less attention 
wiU b e given to these or any other 
Averages. 'They will mean much less 
in the future than to the past. As 
for tliie Dow 'Theory, I b elieve this 
has fumUed its usefoliws« and we 
will hear much less ab out It from 
now on. 
geieetive Markets Ahead 
Nothing in right # ugge« w there 
will b e any less idle money to In­ 
vest during the next few year* even 
though more securltiee are b eing 
Issued. Therefore, the b uyiof de­ 
mand should exceed the* desire to 
sell; to fact, many of those who

ultimately 
reinwrt 
to 
sometotog else, f^ople may change 
theix invnitniettts from stocks to 
otl^r forms of securities.—or may 
put the money into houses, automo- 
toles or other things.

vestment trusts are already b usy 
seeking out such corporation* and 
« ttitchlng their fumte acccardlngly. 
Thte prob ab ly explains why stock» 
like Greyhound, General American 
Tank Car, Com Product*. I^amond 
Match, St. Joe Lead, United Fruit 
and certain oils and sulphurs have 
gone up ab ove the averagei: while 
stock* like toe railroad* have lagged. 
Surely the « tocks o f certain chain 
store companies with their mer­ 
chandise dtetrilmted among hun­ 
dreds of .small eommunities through­ 
out the Central West or South 
should b e safer tovestmente than 
toe stock of a large department 
store to some b ig roastal city. 
As these toveeb cnent counseUors

Opposition to the atatt-smoke ordinance for Cum­ 
berland, voiced by railroad shopmen, and the conten­ 
tion of the railroad* that th* pending legislation la 
too rigid la offset to no uncertain degree by the urg­ 
ings of women that the city should take steps to 
eliminate, or a* least control to a minimum, smoke and 
'aah that make their efforts toward cleanliness a dally 
burden. 
More than a year ago members of women s clubs 
and orfanisatttma appealed to the council to enact 
last such an ordinance that is now under consider­ 
ation. to put an end to this nuisance. Their appeals 
came hi the midst of a war 
They took notice of that, 
and asked that nothing be done that would interfere 
with the efforts to erin the global conflict 
The war 
has been over more than a year now. and they are 
undoubtedly of one mind that the time has arrived 
tor action. 
Those letters and petitions spoke for thousands of 
women, and it goes without saying that the reform the 
City Council is considering is backed practically en 
masse 
Their support—nay their demands- unques­ 
tionably did more than any one other thing to con­ 
vince th# City official* that Cumberland wanted a real 
.•rook* elimination 
program 
Th* 
Council 
at that 
time, knowing full well how insistent women can be, 
began gathering data an the matter. 
The knowledge 
gained has been incorporated in the ordinance now 
pending, and which the women hope will soon be 
adopted. 
The railroad companies, however, have asked 
that the ordinance be deferred to permit more time 
for experiments in the control of unofct and ash The 
ordinance states that the effective date for Its enforce­
